Expounding the theory that the. 
, Grecks of the fifth and ‘sixth cen- 

turies “were ‘the’ most physically 
perfect people the world has 
hitherto known and that this phy- 
sicul perfection, yained in the 
"pursuit of their great ident of 
harmony, was of immense moral 
and Intellectual value and that the 
world of to-day would be all the 
better ff people strove for this 
ideal of physical perfection in- 
stead of just alouching and lop- 
ping along through life; Mrs, 
Diana Watts gave & most intercst- 
ing lecture and demonatratton at. 
the’ Theatre Royal laat evening. 
“It waa a pity that, owing to much
